We are heartily ſorry for the Misfortunes and Loſes thit the Nation has 
Suſtained in their Trade, and We will effeually Concur in any thing that 
may Contribute for Promoting ard Fncovrag'ng of Trace, that being ſo in- 
diſpenſably needful for the V\ elfare of the Nation. And We do particularly 
Recommend to you the Incouraging of Manufactures, and the Improvement 
of the Native Produd of the Kingdom, which is not only the (ureſt Founda- 
tion of Forraign Trade, but will be an effeftual Way for Providing and Im- 
ploying the Poor, whoſe Circumirances require your Confideration and Af(- 


ſiſtance. 
We give you full Aſurance, that We will Maintain your Religion, Laws 


and Liberties, and Presbyterian Government, as it 1s Eſtablifked ; and it will 
be moſt Acceptable tolls, that you fall upon efiectual Methods for preventing 
the growth of Popery and diſcouraging Vice and Immorality. 

We have had many eminent Proots of your Loyalty and good Aﬀettion to 
Us, particularly in all yourProceedinps 1n the laſt Seſſion ; for which We re- 
turn vouOur heartyThanks. And ieing We have Demanded nothing of you 
upon this Occaſion, but what is both neceilary for your Preſervation againſt 
the Deſigns or Attempts of your Enemies, and for Fromoting the Welfare 
and Advantage of the Nation:ThereforeWe doubt not bvt you will a& with 
Unanimity and Diſpatch, ſo as all that comes before you, may be. concluded 
to the mutual Gatisfation of Us and Our People, and Afuring you of Our 
\oyal Favour and Protection. Webid you heartily Farewell. |
